We are 
gratified at so pleasant an outcome to the 
matter, whieh had its origin in a grievous 
misstatement of facts on the part of a re- 
porter. 

Just for a moment consider the facts 
in the case: A * druggist” examined 
a score of samples of honey, but did 
not find any adulterated! This he 
stated at a meeting of microscopists. 
The sensational-scribbler reported that 
the St. Louis Society of Microscopists 
examined several hundreds of samples, 
and found the majority of them adul- 
terated! Could lying be more pre- 
meditated and pernicious ?
